SLAYER HAD BEEN 
IN SANITARIUM 


August F. Kayser of 1900 
Palm Street Says He Re- 
members Only Cutting 
Girl—Declares He Suf- 


fered From Tuberculosis. 


August F. Kayser, 42 years old 


proprietor of a butcher shop at 1909 
Palm street, who for some ‘time had 
been under treatment for a mental 
disorder, killed 


above the shop about 6 a. m. today. 

Taking a butcher knife from the 
shop he 
and cut the throats of his daughter, 
Adolphine, 18 years old, and his 
sons, Harry, 6, and Glennon, 4. All 
were dead when a physician arrived. 
They were attacked while asleep in 

beds. 

Leo, a 19-year-old son, grappled 
with his father and took the knife 
away from him, after Kayser had 
cut his left arm in an effort to kill 
himself by cutting an artery. Kay- 
ser ig at the city hospital. 

Three children, who were asleep on 
the third floor and the mother, Mrs. 
Anna Kayser, who was in the k‘itchen 
on the second floor, were not at- 
tacked. 

Was Under Treatment. 

Kayser had been failing mentally 
for some time and the business was 
being run by his son, Theodore, 1°. 
Yor several weeks Kayser Was 4 pa- 
tient at the Jewish Sanitarium, at 
Fee Fee and St. Charles roacs. He 
was released from there late in June 
and since then had been under treat- 
ment at the home of his muother, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Kayser, 1107 Nerth 
Park place. Since his release he 
had visited his family several times. 

Members of the family today said 
that on one of his recent visits he 
said to Theodore: “I think I'll kill 
myself. 
there 
mind,” 

At another time, it was said, 
told his wife a physician had 
formed him he was suffering from 
tuberculosis. 

Kayser entered the shop about 6 | 
& m. and passed through it to the 
Stairway leading to the second floor 
A few minutes later Theodore, who 
Was in charge of the shop, noticed 
that one of the butcher knives was 
missing. He hurried upstairs. 

Knife Obtained After Strugglc. 

Theodore found his father and hls 
litle brother, Leo, struggling for the 
knife. Just as Leo wrested it from 
the father, Théodore also grasped it. 
The hands of both sons were cut, but 
not seriously. 

As Theodore entered = the 
Kayser exclaimed: “You've all got 
to die some time, anyway.”

Hith- 
erto, during successive wage ne- 
gotiations and arbitration awards, 
we have called for provisional set- 
tlements only, of questions aris- 
ing out of differences as to wages, 
hours and conditions of labor. 
That principle of “genuine co- 
operation and partnership based 
upon a real community of interest 
and participation in control” of 
Which ‘President Wilson has 
spoken to Congress has been ig- 
nored both by labor and by the 
private owners of the railroads. 
What wage increases have been 
received during the past few years 
resulted only in immediately be- 
ing followed by more than propor- 
tionate increases in the cost of 
living.

When the increases have 
gone around the circle, labor as 
producer, loses the advantage of 
the new wages through the addi- 
tional cost it pays as consumer.

Carl Rudoiph Legien, president of 
the German Federation of Trades 


Lnions, said that Samuel Gompers 
of the American delegation and oth- 
ers, would be working. not for the 
‘workers, but the employers, if they 
refused to vote for the resolution. 
(;ompers, in vehement reply, said 
he cast this assertion back at Legien, 
who had voted throughout the ways 
for WKatserism and did not know 
what the truth was.

There were shouts 
of ‘“‘shame,”’ while the German dele- 
gates cried: “Outrageous!” 

The resolution in dispute offered 
to join in the international labor 
conference to be held at Washing- 
ae, © in October, if trades 
union representatives of all coun- 
tries, without exception, be invited 
The resolution added that delegates 
sent by the federation will be re- 
quired to try to obtain the adoption 
of its program as the labor charter 
of the world. 

Samuel Gompers repudiated the 
Berne program and declared = that 
American labor would not be bound 
by it. Gompers declared that, no 
matter what the Amsterdam confe! 
ence decided, American labor would 
participate in the conference to Ib: 
held in Washington. 

The congress passed three resolu- 
tions. The first demands that the 
blockade against Russia be lifted: 


calls for socialization of 


labor, and the third fixes the stand 
point of the proletariat with refer- 
ence to the league of nations.
